Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C, 121 : 

A. Claims 1-13. 38-46 and 51 . drawn to method and system for providing an 
incentive, classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

B. Claims 14-37 and 47-50 . drawn to token and token capture device, classified in 
class 370, subclass 270. 

2. Inventions A and B are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In 
the instant case, subcombination B has separate utility such as an ordinary 
telecommunications receiver and an ordinary signal being received. See MPEP

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, search, or patentability 
requirements, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
